To  the  Ashfield  School  Committee : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  ninth  annual  report,  it  being  the 
twenty-ninth  of  such  reports  in  this  Union. 

It  is  always  a  difficult  problem  in  a  small  town  to  secure  teach- 
ers for  the  special  subjects.  Unless  local  talent  is  available,  music, 
art  and  physical  education  are  often  slighted,  although  important 
and  required  by  law.  Ashfield  has  had  supervision  of  music  for  the 
past  few  years,  but  has  done  comparatively  little  with  the  other  spe- 
cial work.  Fortunately,  a  classroom  teacher,  in  the  Union,  was 
found  who  has  rare  talent  in  all  these  subjects,  as  well  as  having  un- 
usual teaching  ability.  The  Joint  Committee,  therefore,  created  a 
new  position,  at  its  April  meeting  that  of  Director  of  Special  Sub- 
jects for  the  Union,  and  Miss  Abigail  Williams  was  chosen  for  the 
place.  This  unique  plan  is  working  out  well.  The  only  other  change 
in  our  teaching  force  was  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Grace  Howes,  (nee 
Barnes),  of  the  Beldingville  School,  who  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Hilda  Raymond  of  West  Springfield,  a  graduate  of  the  Westfield 
Normal  School. 

Attention  was  called  last  year  to  the  problem  of  over-aged  and 
under-aged  children  in  the  schools.    The  number  of  over-aged  drop-

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ped  from  10  to  7,  which  makes  it  unimportant.  The  number  of  un- 
der-aged dropped  from  65  to  62.  This  was  and  is  a  serious  handicap 
of  immaturity.  It  suggests  the  advisability  of  strengthening  the  en- 
trance age  limit. 

A  Survey. 

It  may  help  us  to  take  a  brief  account  of  stock  in  our  school  sys- 
tem, as  a  whole.  What  are  our  assets?  What  are  our  needs?  What 
is  the  next  step?  We  have  a  strong,  approved  high  school,  well- 
housed,  with  equipment  that  is  fairly  adequate  and  constantly  being 
added  to,  and  with  a  well-trained,  well-paid  faculty.  We  have  a 
strong  agricultural  department  that  always  takes  more  than  its  share 
of  prizes,  and  turns  out  boys  who  go  into  agricultural  pursuits  in 
larger  proportion  than  in  most  such  departments.  We  have  nine  ele- 
mentary schools  in  buildings  that  are  a  credit  to  the  town,  always  in 
good  repair,  but  entirely  lacking  in  modern  heating  and  sanitary 
equipment,  and  none  of  them  with  adequate  playgrounds.  School 
room  equipment  is  gradually  being  improved,  but  there  is  still  much 
to  be  done.  The  teachers  are  paid  considerably  less  than  the  aver- 
age for  towns  of  this  size. 

Briefly,  our  needs  are  a  new  gymnasium,  for  the  high  school,  a 
household  arts  department  for  the  girls,  the  benefits  of  junior  high 
school  reorganization,  and  a  partial  centralization  of  some  of  our 
one-teacher  schools,  with  the  consequent  improvement  of  elementary 
equipment,  teaching  and  instruction.  It  is  obvious  that  such  an  ac- 
cumulation of  needs  cannot  be  remedied  at  once;  but  none  of  them 
will  disappear  merely  with  the  passing  of  time.  On  the  contrary,  each 
will  grow  more  and  more  acute.  Stated  as  a  bald  proposition,  few 
Ashfield  people  would  advocate  deliberate  lowering  of  the  standard 
and  efficiency  of  the  high  school;  yet,  stated  just  as  baldly,  we  must 
face  the  fact  that  the  present  high  standard  of  the  Academy  cannot 
be  maintained  indefinitely  without  a  substantial  start  being  made  in 
the  program  of  improvement  as  outlined.  Where  shall  we  start? 
Heretofore,  the  superintendents  have  unanimously  emphasized  what 
was,  and  is,  the  most  important  need,  namely  consolidation  of  some 
of  the  schools  that  can  be  combined  easily  and  economically.  It  may 
be,  however,  that  the  townspeople  would  prefer  to  begin  at  some  other 
point,  which  is  immaterial,  so  long  as  we  begin.  At  any  rate,  we 
ought,  in  justice,  to  discuss  these  other  needs,  with  ways  and  means. 

In  these  days  of  interest  in  the  physical  well-being  of  pupils 
there  need  be  little  argument  to  convince  the  hardiest  that  the  lim- 
ited use  of  a  building  lacking  in  shower  baths  and  modern  heating  is 
inadequate  to  carry  on  even  the  minimum  program  of  athletics,  plays 
and  games  that  is  required  by  law.  Our  principals  have  talked  "gym- 
nasium" for  years.    If  built  alone,  it  would  cost  considerable. 
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Our  principals,  also,  have  advocated  a  household  arts  depart- 
ment. In  every  high  school  there  are  always  girls  who  profit  very 
little  by  classical  and  literary  study,  and  who  would  profit  a  great 
deal  by  a  course  in  homekeeping.  When  one  stops  to  think  of  it,  it 
does  seem  strange  that  we  should  spend  so  much  time  and  money  in 
training  for  the  scientific  production  and  distribution  of  goods,  and 
do  so  little  in  training  for  the  scentific  purchase  and  consumption  of 
goods.  After  all,  the  great  majority  of  girls  will  become  homekeep- 
ers.  Why  should  they  enter  upon  their  lifework  with  no  organized 
training  for  it?  It  happens  that  we  have  the  room  and  much  of  the 
equipment  for  such  a  course,  and  that  considerable  state  aid  is  avail- 
able. This  is  the  one  important  need  that  can  be  met  without  build- 
ing. 

Junior  High  School 

Our  high  school  teachers  have  always  had  a  difficult  time  in  ad- 
justing the  Freshmen  to  a  new  environment  and  in  meeting  their  de- 
ficiencies in  preparation.  This  is  not  due  wholly  to  the  fact  that  our 
elementary  schools  are  of  the  one-teacher  type,  although  the  lack  of 
time  that  handicaps  a  teacher  in  such  a  school  is  a  serious  drawback. 
In  every  system  that  lacks  a  junior  high  school,  similar  difficulties 
exist  in  some  degree.  The  junior  high  school  idea  is  to  place  togeth- 
er in  one  school,  grades  seven  and  eight  and  high  school  freshmen. 
Children  of  this  age  belong  together  socially  and  psychologically. 
Our  present  plan,  therefore,  makes  an  abnormal  break  at  the  worst 
possible  time.  In  the  junior  high  school,  also,  some  of  the  simpler 
work  of  the  present  high  school  is  introduced  in  grades  seven  and 
eight;  more  time  is  given  to  it,  leading  to  more  complete  mastery; 
and  the  elementary  studies,  such  as  geography  and  mathematics,  are 
pursued  from  a  better  point  of  view.  In  such  a  school,  more  em- 
phasis is  laid  upon  individual  differences,  and  better  development  ob- 
tained by  try-out  courses.  On  the  other  hand,  modern  investigation 
and  experience  have  shown  that  much  of  the  material  presented  in 
the  upper  grades  of  the  traditional  grammar  school  is  of  little  value, 
and  that  all  essential  work  can  be  mastered  in  the  first  six  grades. 
The  junior  high  school  movement  is  spreading  very  rapidly,  which  is 
proof  of  its  value.  We  do  not  have  to  go  far  afield,  for  evidence, 
however,  for  the  experience  of  nearby  junior  high  schools,  and  even 
one  in  our  own  Union,  has  demonstrated  beyond  question  every 
statement  made  above.  Consolidation  of  schools  without  provision 
for  reorganizing  the  work  of  the  upper  grades  would  make  it  of  less 
value.  In  the  absence  of  a  consolidated  school  in  Ashfield,  can  a 
junior  high  school  be  obtained?  The  following  is  one  plan,  not 
tho    only    one    perhaps,    but    entirely    practical:    (1)      Let  the 
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Town  take  a  long  lease  of  a  small  piece  of  land  near  the  present 
Academy  building,  (2)  build  a  new  four-room  building  thereon  for 
the  junior  high  school,  at  a  cost  of  about  $30,000,  (3)  put  the  high 
school  principal  in  charge  of  both  schools,  (4)  use  the  high  school 
teachers  in  teaching  secondary  subjects  in  the  junior  high  school. 
The  advantages  are  many:  (1)  It  would  relieve  the  crowded  condi- 
tion in  the  high  school  that  is  likely  to  be  felt  for  some  time  after  the 
entrance  of  next  year's  large  class,  (2)  household  arts  could  be  more 
economically  introduced  because  available  to  both  schools,  (3)  when 
desired,  a  gymnasium  could  be  added  at  a  cost  of  about  $3000  and 
made  available  to  both  schools,  (4)  the  new  heating  plant  could  be 
planned  to  care  for  both  buildings,  and  thus  solve  one  of  our  present 
high  school  problems,  (5)  it  would  insure  a  better  prepared  class  in 
every  year  of  the  Senior  high  school,  (6)  the  elementary  schools 
would  be  greatly  benefitted  in  having  only  six  grades  instead  of  eight, 
(7)  grades  five  and  six  would  particularly  benefit  by  receiving  more 
attention  than  usual  in  the  present  system.  The  transportation  prob- 
lem would  be  simple,  in  that  the  state  would  give  a  substantial  re- 
imbursement, and  there  would  be  no  little  children  to  carry.  There 
would,  of  course,  be  adjustments  in  the  teaching  force. 

We  have  been  unable,  in  such  a  brief  space,  to  cover  all  phases 
of  the  subject,  but  enough  has  been  said  to  suggest  our  local  school 
problems,  and  consider  them  from  an  entirely  new  point  of  view.  By 
this  plan,  many  of  the  benefits  of  modern  education  could  be  real- 
ized without  encountering  the  objections  that  townspeople  have 
raised,  heretofore,  to  improvement  through  centralization.  It  takes 
courage  to  really  face  our  needs,  but  hundreds  of  Mascsachusetts 
towns  have  faced  building  problems,  since  the  War,  more  burden- 
some for  them  than  what  is  here  proposed  would  be  for  us.  The  fact 
that  Ashfield  has  ever  been  generous  in  support  of  the  present 
system  proves  that  the  town  would  not  fall  down  in  carrying  through 
any  project,  once  the  need  is  squarely  faced.  One  thing  is  sure:  We 
must  begin  where  we  are,  and  by  some  plan  go  forward,  or  we  shall 
fall  back.    We  cannot  stand  still. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  for  the  cooperation 
and  courtesy  that  is  characteristic  of  Ashfield  folk.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Supt.  M.  C.  Moore,  Ashfield,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: — Progress  in  our  High  School  is  best  assured  by  care- 
ful analysis  of  the  events  of  the  past  year  and  the  early  establish- 
ment of  such  policies  as  will  most  wisely  attain  the  desired  results. 
Development  mentally,  physically,  and  morally  should  be  our  aim, 
for  this  means  progress.  No  life  is  complete  in  terms  of  satisfaction 
to  the  individual  or  the  community  unless  it  develops  along  these 
lines. 

Text  books  contents  have  changed  but  little  in  the  past  decade. 
Teaching  methods,  however,  have  changed  radically,  and  it  is  by 
using  these  new  methods  that  we  feel  we  have  been  able  to  present 
our  work  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner.  Coordination  between  the 
various  subjects  has  been  but  one  of  the  beneficial  results.  Three  of 
our  teachers  attended  summer  schools  this  last  summer  and  have 
brought  back  to  their  classrooms  new  ideas  which  have  added  mater- 
ially to  their  methods. 

But  we  realize  that  mental  development  is  handicapped  by  im- 
proper physical  and  moral  stamina.  So  we  have  urged  general  par- 
ticipation in  all  sports.  Those  who  do  not  enter  into  the  two  major 
sports  are  urged  and  encouraged  in  other  physical  exercises.  We  are 
handicapped  by  the  lack  of  suitable  floor  space  during  the  winter 
months  but  until  such  space  is  provided  we  suggest  that  all  children 
be  allowed  to  enter  into  outdoor  group  sports  at  all  available  times. 
During  the  fall  months  the  girls  have  given  a  short  time  each  week 
to  supervised  exercise.  This  is,  indeed,  a  start  in  the  right  direction, 
if  only  it  teaches  them  to  stand  erect. 

Moral  development  goes  hand  in  hand  with  these  other  two.  A 
properly  nourished  and  exercised  mind  and  body  is  fertile  ground 
in  which  to  produce  correct  morals.  Proper  class  discussions  and 
carefully  supervised  athletics  in  themselves  tend  to  develop  proper 
morals. 

Extra-curriculum  work  is  carried  on  by  the  Literary  Club 
which  meets  at  the  member's  homes  once  a  month,  and  a  small  or- 
chestra which  rehearses  once  a  week. 

During  the  past  year  extensive  renovation  has  taken  place  in 
and  on  the  building.  With  the  exception  of  the  laboratory  and  base- 
ments, the  rooms  have  been  thoroughly  painted  and  varnished. 
Weatherstrips  have  been  put  on  practically  all  the  windows  and 
doors,  thus  eliminating  dangerous  drafts  and  distracting  rattles — 
not  to  mention  a  saving  in  heat  and  coal.  The  improvement  in  school 
and  classroom  morale  has  been  marked.  In  another  year  I  hope  we 
may  improve  the  basements. 
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A  great  obstacle  has  been  removed  from  the  path  of  the  Prin- 
cipals or  instructors  of  the  Academy  by  the  recent  purchase,  by  the 
Trustees  of  a  house  near  the  school.  Its  addition  to  the  Academy 
property  will  facilitate  the  securing  of  able  teachers  in  the  future. 

I  repeat  my  appeal  for  a  vocational  department  for  the  girls. 
Training  in  some  suitable  line  should  be  offered  to  those  who  do  not 
plan  to  go  to  normal  school  or  college. 

I  give  you  my  heartiest  gratitude  for  the  invaluable  assistance 
you  have  given  me  this  past  year  in  matters  both  public  and  personal. 

I  express  to  the  Trustees  of  Sanderson  Academy,  the  School 
Committee  of  Ashfield,  and  fellow  townsmen,  my  appreciation  of 
their  consideration  and  sincere  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  AGRICULTURAL  INSTRUCTOR 

M.  C.  Moore,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Ashfield,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr.  Moore: — During  the  past  year,  the  pupil  interest  has 
been  good  and  the  attitude  of  all  concerned  very  loyal  in  the  Ashfield 
Agricultural  Department. 

Seven  boys  graduated,  two  dropped  the  course  and  nine  new 
ones  have  entered.  There  are  now  nine  in  the  poultry-raising  class 
and  seven  in  orcharding. 

The  high  standard  of  Sanderson  boys  in  judging  and  exhibiting 
has  again  been  successfully  maintained  the  past  year.  Competition 
in  judging  was  keen  at  the  National  Dairy  Show  but  an  Ashfield 
boy  brought  credit  to  our  State.  The  success  at  the  Greenfield  Apple 
Show  I  consider  an  endorsement  of  our  School  Apple  Exhibit  con- 
ducted as  a  part  of  the  preparation  for  the  County  Contest.  The 
boys  also  won  a  cup  in  the  M.  A.  C.  annual  judging  contest. 

The  agricultural  teacher  is  required  to  promote  student  pro- 
jects, this  involves  not  only  economical  production  but  also  the  prob- 
lem of  marketing  the  products.  We  are  constantly  studying  markets 
because  proper  distribution  is  essential  in  a  successful  project. 

The  state  and  county  agents  are  ever  ready  to  help  us  solve  our 
problems.    I  greatly  appreciate  the  support  in  this  work  of  the  school 
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committee,  Trustees,  the  Superintendent,  and  also  the  cooperation 
of  the  faculty,  pupils,  parents  and  other  friends  of  Sanderson.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF   SPECIAL  SUBJECTS 

Mr.  M.  C.  Moore, 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Ashfield,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Moore: — The  Thomas  A.  Edison  School  for  Boys 
in  Clevelanad  says,  "It  is  impossible  to  educate  an  unhappy  child." 
What  two  subjects  can  make  a  child  more  happy  than  music  and 
Physical  Education? 

Music  appreciation  or  the  understanding,  and  enjoyment  of 
good  music,  is  the  aim  of  music  education  in  our  public  schools.  The 
degree  of  appreciation  depends  on  the  hearer's  ability  to  listen  intel- 
ligently, that  is  to  say,  with  musical  discrimination.  Our  school 
music  should  so  thoroughly  become  a  part  of  the  child  that  we  should 
hear  him  singing  his  school  songs  at  home,  on  the  playground,  and 
in  groups  with  playmates  as  they  meet.  The  singing  games  and  folk 
dances  should  find  expression  on  the  playground  as  well  as  under 
the  teacher's  direction  in  the  school-room.  In  short,  music  must  be 
made  to  play  a  part  in  the  everyday  life  of  the  child.  Music  must 
live  for  them. 

Rhythm  is  the  foundation  of  music,  and  a  well  developed  rhythmic 
sense  is  indespensable  to  the  enjoyment,  and  appreciation  of  music. 
Fortunately  it  is  instinctive  in  nearly  all  of  us.  Rhythm  should  be 
a  point  of  contact  with  which  we  begin  the  child's  musical  training. 
From  the  beginning  we  should  exercise  this  impulse  to  respond  to 
rhythmic  suggestion  of  the  music,  such  as  clapping,  nodding,  sway- 
ing, skipping,  marching,  stiffer  marching,  tip-toe  marching  as  a 
means  of  wakening  them  to  a  musical  feeling. 

A  child  filled  with  a  spirit  of  music  introduced  through  these 
rhythmic  plays  and  games  (Physical  Education)  will  make  progress 
in  tonal  exercise. 

Physical  education  should  help  each  one  of  our  students  to  de- 
velop to  the  highest  point  of  physical  efficiency  by  establishing  health 
habits,  and  correcting  as  far  as  possible  faulty  posture,  to  establish 
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recreation  habits,  (such  as  hiking,  swimming,  tennis,  and  basket 
ball,)  the  highest  ideals  of  sportmanship,  and  to  develop  leadership. 

Our  girls  should  learn  indirectly  many  things  from  their  physi- 
cal work,  besides  exercise.  They  should  learn  co-operation  with 
others,  fair  play,  justice  and  kindliness.  Our  activities  should  de- 
velop grace,  and  poise,  and  erect  carriage. 

Story  plays  for  the  younger  children  should  provide  exercise 
for  all  parts  of  the  body  as  an  outlet  for  the  child's  restlessness. 

To  sum  up  physical  education,  our  boys  and  girls  should  culti- 
vate respect  for  rules  and  regulation,  a  love  of  fair  play,  a  sense  of 
justice  and  a  social  spirit  as  the  best  training  for  citizenship. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Moore,  for  your  willing  co-operation 
and  many  very  helpful  suggestions  in  my  work.  The  teachers  I  wish 
to  thank,  also,  for  their  splendid  co-operation.  Parents,  I  urge  you 
to  visit  our  Music  and  Physical  Education  Departments  in  all  our 
Schools.
